If he loses his hearing to the extent 
that he can only hear the tick of his 
watch two feet from the ear he may 
not suspect it at all. 
His hearing is 
good enough for ordinary purposes. 
He goes on without the slightest sus­ 
picion that he Is losing his hearing. 
He may have ringing in the ear, or 
cracking and snapping sounds in the 
ear, or a feeling of pressure in the 
car, but he is not aware that he is 
losing his hearing. 
Testing the Hearing . 
It is a good thing to test your hear­ 
ing with a watch. 
First hold tin* 
watch against your ear. then move It 
gradually away from the ear and 
« <e 
how far away from the watch you 
can actually hear it tick. 
Try It 
on 
the other side and see if both ears 
are alike. 
If you find that you are 
unable to hear the watch on both sides 
alike and at a distance of four feet 
from the ear, you may know that 
deafness has 
already begun.
